SEPTUAGESiMA  SUNDAY, 
flpit^tle.  1  Cor.  ii.  34.  (iospel.  St.  Matt.  ix.  I. 

The  Sunday  next  before  Lent,  being  just 
fijty  days  before  Easier,  is  therefore  termed 
Quinquagesima ;  and  the  two  immediately 
preceding  are  called  from  the  next  round 
Buiubcrs,  Sexagesima,  and  Septuagesima,  bUth 
tnd  7Utli.  The  Collect  breathes  a  spirit  of 
deep  humility  ;  a  spirit  more  esiieoially  reqiiir- 
cd  at  this  time,  when  the  i  liristian  begins  to 
call  back  his  mind  from  the  rejoicing  season  of 
Christmas,  to  prepare  for  the  due  and  appropri- 
lie  observance  of  the  returning  season  of  I.ent. 
Under  this  powerful  impression  of  self-humil¬ 
iation,  but  with  a  well  grounded  faith,  we  be- 
jcech  the  .Almighty  by  every  availing  plea,  to 
deliver  us  from  the  evil  of  sin.  We  plead  his 
mercy — liis  goodness  -  his  glory — and  since  all 
these  would  be  unavailing,  if  we  bad  not  some 
one  to  put  in  the  plea,  and  advocate  the  cause 
fur  us,  we  conclude  by  pleading  his  covenant¬ 
ed  promise  of  Redemption  through  his  Son, 
Jesus  Christ.  He  is  unr  final  hope.  All  our 
pleadings  must  not  only  begin  but  end  in  Him. 

The  Epistle  is  only  to  be  explained  by  an 
observation  of  the  customs  in  the  Grecian 
James.  A  most  striking  circumstance  in  the 
cumparison  instituted  by  the  apostle,  is  the 
difference  betweefli  the  crowns  bestowed  upon 
the  conquerors  in  these  games,  and  that  re¬ 
served  111  store  for  them  who  shall  finally  over¬ 
come  in  the  Christian  conflict.  St.  Paul 
makes  the  observation,  and  founds  upon  it  an 
unanswerable  aigunicnt.  why  we  should  not 
suffer  out  selves  to  be  exceeded  by  them  in 
the  severity  of  our  preparatory  discipline,  or 
ihe  vigor  of  our  exertions  in  the  course  or  the 
combat.  “  They  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
crown,  but  we  an  incorruptible  and  St. 
Peter  speaks  of  “  a  crown  of  glory,  that  fa- 
detli  not  away,”  immortal,  ever-bltMiniing  ; — a 
fine  contrast  to  poor,  fading,  withering  crowns 
of  wild  olive  and  parsley,  for  of  these  were 
the  Olympian  and  Isthmian  garlands  composed. 
And  if  the  great  apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  with] 
til  Ids  Christian  attainments,  and  afler  all  his 
ItWs,  still  dreaded  lest,  as  the  consequence  of 
his  relaxing,  “  he  should  be  a  castaway,”  what 
cause  have  not  we  to  fear,  lest  the  like  event 
ihould  befall  us  ?  And  what  care  and  diligence 
can  be  too  great  in  endeavouring  to  make  good 


our  progress  in  the  race  that  is  set  before  us. 
Like  the  race  in  the  games,  it  must  be  run, 
before  the  decision  can  be  given. 

Let  us  be  sure  to  make  a  right  use  of  the 
encouragement  given  in  the  Gusi>el  to  the  la¬ 
bourers  at  the  “  eleventh  hour  which  roust 
be  done,  not  by  rendering  it  an  argument  for 
presumption,  to  soothe  us  up  in  impenitence 
or  sloth,  as  if  G«hI  were  bound  to  receive  us 
at  what  time  and  upon  what  terms  we  please 
This  is  extremely  to  pervert  the  text,  which 
tells  us  indeed,  that  call  was  the  last  ;  but  it 
does  not  tell  us  that  they,  who  refused  his  for¬ 
mer  calls,  were  called  again  and  again.  If 
this  he  done,  it  is  grace  and  favour,  not  justice 
and  debt.  But  we,  who  live  under  the  minis¬ 
try  of  the  Gospel,  have  his  calls  daily  sounded 
111  our  ears,  and  if  we  continue  obstinately 
deaf,  cannot  he  sure  that  our  last  call  is  nut 
already  over.  I  he  true  benefit  then  arising 
from  hence,  is  to  all  such  as  have  had  the  un¬ 
happiness  to  lie  long  in  sin  and  ignorance,  that 
will  accept  and  reward  them,  though  they 
come  late  into  the  vineyard,  provided  they  then 
apply  themselves  heartily  to  their  master's 
business,  and  work  faithfully,  to  the  uttermost 
of  their  power.  Let  us  remember  that  the 
longer  it  is  before  we  begin,  the  less  day  we 
have  to  work  in,  and  therefore  make  the  more 
haste  to  be  ready  for  the  evening,  which  draws 
on  apace,  when  an  account  of  what  we  have 
done  shall  be  taken,  and  our  wages  awarded 
accordingly.  This  is  the  true  intent  of  the 
parable,  in  that  part  of  it  ;  so  well  does  the 
Gospel  fall  in  with  the  Epistle  of  this  day  ;  and 
both  together  so  very  well  agree  to  fit  us  for 
the  approaching  time  of  mortification,  designed 
to  awaken  the  sluggish,  to  quicken  the  loiter¬ 
ing,  and  set  forward  every  labourer  in  this  spir¬ 
itual  vineyard.  And,  oh!  that  we  all  may  re¬ 
ceive  instructions  from  hence,  and  he  wise  ; 
understand  our  advantages,  and  the  goodness 
of  our  Maker  ;  consider  our  latter  end,  the 
approach  of  that  night,  which  must  end  in  day 
eternal ;  the  happiness  of  that  approach  to 
all  diligent  and  faithful  labourers,  but  the  ter¬ 
ror  and  dismal  consequences  of  it  to  every 
slothful  and  unprofitable  servant.  To  say  all 
in  a  word  ;  let  us  “  work  the  works  of  him  that 
sent  us"  into  this  vineyard,  while  it  “  is  day, 
before  that  time  come,  wherein  no  man  can 
work !” 

PRESENTATION  OF  CHRIST. 

(SATURDAY,  FEBRUARY  2.) 

It  is  principally,  with  a  view  of  commemo¬ 
rating  our  blessed  Lord’s  presentatiuii  in  the 
temple,  that  this  day  is  now  kept  holy.  Thus 
when  we  pray  for  spiritual  purity  in  ourselves, 
the  Collect  reminds  us,  that  none  can  present 
us  “  with  pure  and  clean  hearts  before  God, 
but  the  same  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.”  But 
though  the  blood  of  his  sacrifice  alone  cleans- 
cth  and  purifieth  the  heart,  we  must  comply 


with  the  conditions  upon  which  an  interest  in 
the  sacrifice  is  offered  to  us  ;  we  must  take  the 
m'xnxof  grace  offered  us.  If  He,  who  knew 
no  sin,  and  in  whose  mouth  there  is  no  guile— 
if  He,  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  was  therefore  free  from  the  touch  of  hu¬ 
man  frailty — if  He,  who  was  the  beloved  son 
of  God,  would  not  omit  one  of  the  prescribed 
ordinances  of  religion  ;  it  were  folly  and  wick¬ 
edness  in  us,  to  suppose  that  tre — l^rn  in  sin. 
and  even  when  regenerate  requiring  daily  to 
be  renewed  by  the  Holy  Spirit — could  continue 
either  steadfast  to  the  duties  of  our  new  birth, 
or  safe  in  the  enjoyment  of  its  privileges,  un¬ 
less  we  diligently  apply  ourselves  to  the  means 
of  grace  now  appointed  for  us. 

On  all  points  of  religious  duty,  the  strict 
conformity  of  our  blessed  Lord  to  outward  or¬ 
dinances,  is  a  plain  example  to  ourselves. — 
From  his  birth  in  the  manger,  to  his  ascent  into 
heaven,  he  fulfilled  all  the  law.  A  few  days 
after  his  birth,  he  yielded  to  the  ordinance  of 
circumcision  ;  and  within  a  few  hours  of  his 
arraignment,  he  observed  the  ordinances  of 
the  passover.  He  constantly  studied  the  word 
of  God  ;  He  was  instant  in  prayer,  both  pub¬ 
lic  and  private,  and  regularly  remembered 
the  Sabbath,  to  keep  it  holy,”  frequenting  the 
synagogues,  and  hearing  and  reading  the  word 
of  God.  Let  tit  go,  and  do  likewise.  And 
though  our  best  services  must  ever  be  un¬ 
worthy,  and  our  strenuous  endeavours  be  im¬ 
perfect,  we  nHist  encourage  ourselves  to  perse¬ 
verance,  by  the  declaration  of  our  heavenly 
Father,  that  his  “strength  is  made  perfect  in 
weakness,”  and  liis  Spirit  sanctifieth  even  the 
humblest  endeavours  of  the  penitent.  If  a 
man  be  not  wanting  to  himself,  let  him  have 
good  hope  ;  for  God  will  not  fail  him.  “  Is 
not  our  God  the  God  of  salvation  ?”  Have  we 
not  on  record  his  last  word  of  promise — “  Lo  ' 
1  am  with  you  alnay,  even  unto  the  efid  of  the 
world !  Amen.”

How  comes  it,  then,  that  promises  like  these 
are  so  little  valued,  or  so  totally  disregarded  ? 
Have  we  no  wants  to  be  supplied  T  No  temp¬ 
tations  to  shun  ?  No  dangers  to  fear  ?  No 
favours,  of  any  kind,  to  ask  T  Are  we  so  per¬ 
fectly  secure,  and  contented,  and  happy,  that 
we  need  nothing,  which  it  is  in  the  power  of 
our  Almighty  Creator,  Redeemer,  and  Sancti¬ 
fier,  to  bestow  ? — Far  from  it ; — it  is  not  be¬ 
cause  we  are  not  in  reality  wretched,  and 
miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and  naked 
but  because  we  do  not  fully  realize  our  utter 
helplessness  and  poverty,  that  we  never  pray. 

From  the  criminal  indifference  manifested  by 
many  Christians  to  this  plain  and  positive,  and 
necessary  duty,  it  might  be  inferred  that  a  great 
part  of  those  who  live  in  gospel  lands,  were 
infidels  ;  for  it  seems  to  be  a  contradiction  in 
terms  to  acknowledge  a  God  who  governs  the 
world,  and  deny  the  necessity  of  making  any 
addresses  to  him  for  the  supply  of  our  wants,  or 
in  grateful  return  for  his  favours  and  blessings 
so  abundantly  poured  upon  us 

“  O  thou  that  heareit  prayer,  unto  thee  $hall 
all  flesh  come  !"  was  the  devout  exclamation  of 
one,  whose  inspired  hymns  are  emphatically 
called  “  The  prayers  of  David — nor  can 
there  be  a  more  encouraging  assurance  for 
*'•  all  flesh”  to  “  come  and  worship,  and  fall 
down,  and  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker,” 
than  this,  that  his  peculiar  and  most  endearing 
title  is,  “  The  God  who  heareth  prayer." 

It  must  be  a  matter  of  very  great  surprise 
that  the  All-glorious  Jehovah, — He  whose  min¬ 
istering  spirits  arc  ”  angels  and  archangels, 
and  all  the  glorious  company  of  heaven,” — He 
whom  the  heaven  of  heavens  cannot  contain, 
should  ever  condescend  to  listen  to  the  feeble 
petitions  of  weak,  and  blind,  and  sinful  mortals. 
But  it  is  much  more  astonishing,  that  we,  who 
cannot  exist  a  single  moment  without  God,— 
who  derive  all  present  enjoyments  from  Him, 
and  are  entirely  dependent  on  his  mercy  for 
future  blessings,  should  be  so  reluctant  in  offer¬ 
ing  np  our  petitions  for  (he  mercies  which  we 
hourly  need,  and  our  thanksgivings  for  those 
which  we  hourly  receive. 

'I'here  is  something,  not  only  so  ungrateful 
in  such  conduct,  but  so  irreconcileable  with 
our  Christian  profession,  that,  although  it  has 
been  said  “  the  greatest  monster  in  the  world 
is  an  Atheist," — vet  there  would  seem  to  be 
•ne  greater,  and  that  is,  a  prayerless  Christian. 

The  obligations  to  pray  are  numerous  and 
powerful  ;  nor  do  we  see  how  they  can  be  re¬ 
sisted,  without  filling  us  with  grief  and  alarm. 

Prayer  is  the  dictate  of  our  nature. —  Kvery 
thing  around  him  reminds  man  of  his  depend¬ 
ence  on  a  Superior  Power  ;  and  wherever  the 
existence  of  a  Supreme  Being  is  acknowledged, 
there  you  will  find  his  worshippers  making  siip- 
plirations  to  Him.  Kven  amongst  the  most 
barbarous  nations,  where  the  objects  of  their 
idolatry  are  birds,  and  beast.«,  and  stocks,  and 
stones,  prayer  is  offered  to  these,  as  the  mo^t 
natural  act  of  worship.  What  is,  and  ever  has 
been  the  universal  practice  of  nankind,  as 
well  in  their  most  savage  state,  as  in  the  most 
polished  periods  of  their  existence,  can  have 
its  origin  in  nothing  hut  immutable  truth. 

Prayer  is  positively  enjoined  in  Scripture, 
and  enforced  by  the  example  of  our  Saviour  and 
all  holy  men.  His  own  command  is, — “  Ask, 
and  it  shall  be  given  yon  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall 


find  ;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you 
and  he  elsewhere  directs  his  disciples  to 
“  watch  and  pray  always," — to  “  pray  and  not 
faint."  The  apostle  Paul,  directs  “  all  men, 
every  where,  to  pray,  lifting  up  holy  hands  — 
to  “  pray  always,  with  all  prayer  ;” — to  *'  con¬ 
tinue  instant  in  prayer  ;” — to  “  pray  without 
ceasing.” — Not  that  we  are  required  to  be- al¬ 
ways  on  our  knees  in  prayer,  for  this  is  mani¬ 
festly  impossible  ;  but  that  we  are  ever  to 
maintain  such  a  spirit  of  devotion,  as  will  dis¬ 
pose  US  in  all  places,  and  at  all  times,  to  “  lift 
up  our  hearts  unto  the  Lord." 

A  man  may  sometimes  pray  as  fervently  and 
effectually,  while  engaged  in  his  ordinary  busi¬ 
ness,  as  he  could  in  the  Church,  or  in  his 
closet.  Hb  may  also  pray  in  society,  as  well 
as  in  re'lrement,  for  prayer  is  only  an  aspiration 
of  the  heart,  which  can  never  be  unseasonably 
wafted  to  heaven.  And  it  is  nothing  more  nor 
less  than  an  habitual  disposition  to  turn  our 
thoughts  and  affections  heavenward,  which  is 
intended  by  the  command — continue  instant 
in  prayer.” 

We  have  the  example  of  our  blessed  Lord, 
and  his  apostles,  and  of  all  holy  men,  enforcing 
this  duty. — Our  Saviour  often  prayed  with  his 
disciples,  and  by  himself ;  and,  at  one  time, 
we  read  of  his  continuing  all  night  in  prayer 
to  God.”  The  apostles  “  gave  themselves 
continually  to  prayer  ;”  and  were  it  necessary 
further  to  illustrate  this  point,  we  might  in¬ 
stance  the  examples  of  .Moses,  and  David,  and 
Solomon,  and  Hezekiah,  and  ('ornelius, — in 
short,  of  every  holy  person  mentioned  in  Scrip 
ture  ;  whose  “  praver.s  ascended  as  a  memorial 
before  God,”  and  the  histories  of  whose  lives 
instruct  us,  that  “  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are 
over  the  righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto 
their  cry  ” 

And  is  not  prayer  a  reasonable  duty  ? — We 
are  indebted  to  the  goodness  and  loving-kind¬ 
ness  of  our  Heavenly  Father  for  every  blessing 
we  now  enjoy,  and  are  de|>endent  on  him  for 
all  that  we  hope  for  hereafter  Our  very  ex¬ 
istence  was  derived  from  him,  and  its  continu¬ 
ance  depends  on  his  protecting  providence. 
We  ourselves  are  poor  and  helpless  ; — we  can 
receive  nothing  hut  what  he  pleases  to  give, 
and  do  nothing  without  his  aid.  Now  the  natu¬ 
ral  impulse  of  the  human  heart  would  seem  to 
be,  to  go  to  Him  to  whom  our  necessities  are 
known,  and  who  is  able  to  relieve  them.  If 
we  want  a  fav<»ur  of  an  earthly  friend,  surely 
the  least  we  can  do  is  to  ask  him  for  it ;  and 
why  not  go  to  “  our  Father  who  is  heaven,” 

who  knoweth  how  to  give  gfHid  gifts  unto  his 
children,”  and  who  is  willing  to  do  for  us 
“  more  abundantly  than  we  can  ask  or  think  T” 
Are  we  poor  and  needy  ?  He  can  supply  all  our 
wants.  Are  we  beset  by  dangers  and  tempta¬ 
tions?  He  can  deliver  us.  Are  we  afflicted? 
He  can  comfort  us.  Are  we  bowed  down  with 
a  sense  of  guilt  and  unworthiness  ?  He  can  free¬ 
ly  forgive  our  transgressions,  and  blot  nut  all 
our  sins.  And  what  more  reasonable,  or  more 
natural,  than  that  wc  go  to  the  “  Fountain  of 
all  good,”  for  the  supply  of  all  our  necessities  ; 
to  “the  Father  of  mercies,”  for  pardon  of  all 
our  misdoings  ; — to  “  the  God  of  all  comfort,” 
for  peace  and  consolation  to  our  afflicted 
breasts  ? 

Surely,  when  we  take  all  these  considera¬ 
tions  together, — that  prayer  is  the  dictate  of 


our  nature, — that  it  is  expressly  commanded  it 
Scripture, — that  it  is  enforced  by  the  eiampbi 
of  our  Saviour,  and  of  all  holy  men,— that  it  i( 
a  most  reasonable  service  to  the  Divine  Bein^ 
on  whom  we  depend  for  all  things  temporal  and 
spiritual, — we  must  admit  that  prayer  is  a  pre 
eminent  part  of  our  duty.

ON  BOWING  AT  THE  NAME  OF  JESUS. 

The  practice  of  bowing  at  the  name  of  Jesuj 
seems  to  have  been  universal  in  the  first  and 
purest  ages  of  the  Christian  Church  ;  and,  al.  i 
though  now  little  regarded,  excepting  by  llw 
oldest  congregations  in  our  large  cities,  I  ho[)c, 
ere  long,  to  see  it  universally  revived  among  as. 

It  is  not  enjoined  by  the  Church  in  this  country, 
but  I  believe  there  is  a  canon  of  the  English 
Church  requiring  the  people  to  bow  at  tbi  I 
name  of  Jesus  in  the  Creed.  Nor  can  I  gee 
any  reasonable  objection  to  this  ancient  meth¬ 
od  of  expressing,  by  outward  gesture,  the  in¬ 
ward  reverence  we  feel  for  that  great  and  glo¬ 
rious  “  name,”  before  which,  an  inspired  Apos- 
tie  tells  us,  “  every  knee  should  bow,  of  thiiigi 
in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things  un¬ 
der  the  earth.” 

On  looking  into  Southey’s  “  Rook  of  the 
Church,”  the  other  day,  I  was  very  much  de¬ 
lighted  with  an  eloquent  and  forcible  speech 
made  by  Sir  Edward  Dering  on  this  subject,  in 
the  house  of  Parliament,  in  the  reign  of  tin 
unfortunate  Charles  1.,  when  the  Puritans 
held  the  ascendancy,  and  “  the  root-and-branch 
men”  were,  with  audacious  insolence,  “  sepa¬ 
rating  themsflves”  to  subvert,  pull  down,  and 
destroy,  every  thing  which  the  Church  loved 
and  venerated,  and  “  opposing  whatever  inter¬ 
fered  with  their  progress.” 

in  those  days  of  fanaticism  and  misrule. 
Dering,  at  first,  was  among  the  most  violent  of 
the  disorganizing  faction  ;  he  even  “  brought 
in  a  bill  for  the  abolition  of  Bishops,  deans,  and 
chapters.”  and  supported  the  Puritans  in  tliiir 
wildest  schemes  of  reform  ;  but,  “  by  (lod's 
grace,  he  returned  to  a  better  mind,”  and  fear¬ 
lessly  opposed  that  torrent  which  threatened 
the  Church  and  nation  with  ruin 

“  The  Puritans,”  says  Southey,  “  finding 
themselves  masters  of  a  thiu  house,  passed  a 
resolution  that  the  roiniiiiiiiion  table  should  be 
removed  from  its  appointed  place,  the  rails 
which  enclosed  it  puile'ddow  n,  and  the  charnel 
levelled,  and  that  no  man  should  presume  to 
bow  at  the  name  of  Je.-^us.  Sir  Edward  Dering, 
who  now  on  all  occasions  stood  forward  in  de¬ 
fence  of  the  Church,  opposed  this  last  infamous 
decree  with  great  feeling. — “  Hear  me,”  said 
he,  “  with  patience,  and  refute  me  with  reason. 
Vour  command  is  that  all  cor()oral  bowing  at 
the  name  Jesus  be  henci-forth  forborne. 

“  1  have  often  wished  that  we  might  decline 
these  dogmatical  resolutions  in  divinity.  I  sat  | 
it  again  and  again,  that  we  are  not  fit  and  com¬ 
petent  judges  in  doctrinal  determination.  The 
theme  we  are  now  upon  is  a  sad  point.  1  praj 
you  consider  severely  on  it. 

“  You  know  there  is  no  other  .Vaine  under  lies 
ven  given  among  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved- 
You  know  that  this  is  a  jVame  above  every  name- 
— Oleum  ^usnm  nomen  ejus  ;  [his  name  is  as 
oiQUnent  poured  out,]  it  is  the  carol  of  hi» 
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o»  n8{)ou8e.  This  Name'is  by  t  Father  styled  Lord  prepared  amon^  those  Gentiles,  now  I  the  divine  presence,  while  God  himself  was 
fuel  in  ore,  melo$  in  aure,  jHbilum  in  corde,  brought  to  the  faith  ot  Christ?  Was  not  our  departed  from  them.  And  the  Phil ietinea fought 
Mioncy  in  the  mouth,  music  in  the  ear,  joy  in  own  liigbly  favoured  nation  as  far  from  God  a.s  — Israel  was  smitten — the  Ark  of  God  was  taken, 
die  heart  ]  This  is  the  sweetest  and  the  that  of  any  other  Gentiles  ?  and  is  tliere  nut 'and  the  two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni  and  Phineas, 
fullest  of  comfort  of  all  the  Names  and  atlri-  reason  to  think  we  should  have  remained  ilea*  |  were  slain  :  I  Sam.  iv.
